MEMORANDUM FOR THE MEMBERS OF USCIB : 

Subject: COMINT Capability to Provide Early Warning of Chinese 

Communist Attack on Formosa. 



1. At its Twenty-first Meeting, 22 October 1954, USCIEEC 
considered the above subject, with particular reference to the Intel- 
ligence Committee Report contained in USCIB 9.2/6. 

2. While time did not permit an exhaustive study of the INTCOM 
recommendations, USCIBEC approved the report subject to the emenda- 
tions set forth below (references are to indicate paragraphs of the 
enclosure with USCIB 9.2/6):
